dismayed at the departure of C- 3 to whom they became obviously quite attached 
during ' their 2£ years of association. S3 3 promised that if he is stationed 
in the U*S« for any length of time he will make an effort to visit [7 73 son* 

which the agent appreciated. AEABYSS 1 repeated several times durig the meeting 
how sorry he was to see {3 33 leave, and reminded us that this Is the second 

turn-over, the first from £3 33 to 3 

^7 and now to f3 jrq However^ he pointed out 

that his association with the Americans has always been pleasant, and he gave 
every appearance of wishing its continuation. 

b; AEABYSS 1 gave no further indications of his next assignment in the USSR. 

He believes that his trip to Ufa is quite certain, still scheduled for May or June, 
but that the Kazan assignment may run into difficulties. He has heard that the 
Soviets will want to select the personnel going to Kazan very cardful ly, and while 
A/l believes he would be one of the persons whom the Soviets would accept, he 
has been given no. firm indications as yet . There is also a possibility that 
a plant scheduled for construction in Karachi will require A/1 ‘s^ presences If 
this should be the oase, he may have to make that additi n&l trip before going to 
the USSR, or after a short inspection trip in the USSR. At our next meeting 
A/l will have a* better view df his immediate future assignments. 

o. A/l has shown veiy certain marks of growing into a clandestine agent. He 
reviewed his earlier trips to the USSR and his meetings with Soviets at which he 
failed to take advantage of opportunities to get information* For example, he 
recalled that Oershovits in W0GO0f Salavat spoke of ecxiorete in the Far North, and 
how eaUy it would have been to lead the Soviet into further elaboration, if A/l - 
then had as much experience, and knowledge, in our trade. Also, he now knows not 
merely to oourit freight oars, but to look for unusual designs, and to attempt to 
identify their functions. He is looking forward to. the requirements for Ufa and 
Kazan and in discussing possibilities of collecting information.

Ilshudder at the thought of what will happen to the ohlld and parents when this 
story is Sold in class. I also wonder at A/l's Judgement in this matter.) 

e. CL JU still aj/ital link in this operation, attended this meeting. He 
will continue to act as out-out in our future relationship with A/l, and will probably 
continue to provide the meeting place, l.e. his home. His son is expected to come 

to Germany as a representative of the Pullman firm in Chicago, where he Is employed, 
and work in Aachen for an undetermined period of time. This is in connection with 
certain teohnioal matters MBMBB relating to trains. 

f . CL L3 himself seems to bek getting into contact with Soviets. As shop 
foreman of the tool and die shop it Sal\zgitter he was recently approeched by 
a Soviet and a German a&ies rppresentative ftr the purchase of Soviet machinery. 

The German Is 

Gerd PASO HA (no further info, no traces) 

whose visiting card associated him with Gertner, Fuhrmelster 4 Co, Cologne, and 
lists him as the general representative of STANKOIMPGRT, Moscow. 

The Soviet's name is HOT, an unlikely Russian name, and one on whi oh there are 
no traces. The Soviet allegedly comes from Vienna and sells machinery. We have 
asked A/4 to get further Information on both of these individuals, should they 
show up again at Salzgitter.
